Although the harvest can begin 
at —8°C, Reif prefers it a little 
colder, but not too cold - the 
grapes get too hard. At 42 brix, 
the grapes had the perfect sugar 
content, and with an early 
January freeze, the yield was 
also good, before the birds got 
too many grapes. 

And to make the harvest even 
better, Reif was out with six 
other men getting the job done 
in daylight - they began at 9 
a.m. Monday morning, plan¬ 
ning on finishing in about 12 

While there continues to be 
some romance associated with 
a midnight picking, when the 
temperature usually plunges, 
says Reif, “we’re just a bunch of 
guys, we don’t need romance. 

When you go out at midnight, 
you're already tired, and 
although the temperature might 
be the same, it just feels so 
much colder. This way we get it 
done, get a good night’s sleep, 
and start a new day tomorrow 
feeling refreshed.”

Questions 
need answers 
regarding 
health care 

I read with great inter¬ 
est your article regarding 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Health Services Steering 
Committee (Niagara 
Advance, Jan. 1). 

While at first blush the 
concept of moving rou¬ 
tine procedures conduct¬ 
ed currently in hospitals 
closer to communities 
appears attractive, there 
is no mention as to 
administrative costs and 
user pay charges result¬ 
ing from the provincial 
downloading of proce¬ 
dures presently covered 
by our provincial health 
plan. What impact will 
this have on us - espe¬ 
cially those on fixed 
incomes with no medical 

Concern: Only clients 
of the Family Health 
Team can use the servic¬ 
es that it provides. 

Losing the NHS services 


means that many resi¬ 
dents who do not have a 
doctor, tourists and 
migrant workers will be 
denied access to the 
Family Health Team’s 
services - forcing them 
to go the emergency 
rooms in Niagara Falls 
and St. Catharines. 

While the article 
states that the committee 
will be seeking grants to 
help fund the new cen¬ 
tre, there is no stated 
action plan in the event 
funding is not receive 
There was a mention by 
Dr. Bertie at her presen¬ 
tation to town council 
that the Family Health 
Team may approach 
council for funding. 
Given that the chair of 
the NOTL Hospital 
Foundation was a co¬ 
presenter and that the 
NOTL Hospital 
Foundation has not 
joined the NHS ONE 
Foundation, has the 
Family Health Team 
received assurances that 
it will be able to access 
the $ 1.1 million dollars 
in the foundation’s cof¬ 
fers? 

The hospital auxiliary 


also has representation 
on the Family Health 
Team steering commit¬ 
tee. Is it expected to turn 
over all of its funds to the 
Family Health Team? If 
so this brings up more 
questions and concerns 
regarding not only on the 
mandate of the NOTL 
Foundation and 
Auxiliary but also on the 
transparency of their 
actions and the lack of 
public input into the dis¬ 
persal of donated funds 
dedicated to the NOTL 
Hospital. 

One must remember 
that the Family Health 
Team is a private busi¬ 
ness which does not as 
far as I know have its 
non-profit designation. 

For months we have 
heard the fixed date for 
closure of the NOTL 
Hospital but have yet 
received an official com¬ 
mitment as to where the 
transition beds for those 
still requiring hospital 
care will go and whether 
some or all will be 
accommodated. 

There is still no word 
as to where the long term 
beds will go (public or 


private) and the chal¬ 
lenge for our aging com¬ 
munity with transporta¬ 
tion to see patients no 
longer in their commu¬ 
nity. Clearly greater 
investigation and wide 
open public consultation 
is required.

Their behavior upsets 
other students and their 
teachers to the point where 
sometimes teachers take 
the lead hand in suggest¬ 
ing that the student take 
drugs to settle them down, 
says Brown. 

“But is this yet another 
instance of medicallizing 
behavior at one end of the 
normal spectrum for per¬ 
sonal and social behavior, 
albeit in this case upsetting 


teachers alike?" 

If not, he asks, what

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Changes to smoking bylaw could create problems

The cold weather of the 
last week has been a 
deterrent for those who 
want to smoke outside, 
but local restaurant staff 
see some difficulties 

The common consen¬ 
sus seems to be that while 
more restrictive smoking 
regulations are welcome, 

ers and staff are being put 
in the awkward position 
of enforcing them. 

The new year brought 
with it provincial regula¬ 
tions outlawing smoking 
on any restaurant or bar 
patio. It's also now illegal 


to smoke at publicly- 
owned outdoor sports 
and recreational facilities, 
but in Niagara that had 
already been covered 
under a regional bylaw. 

Julie Wall is a manager 
at the Irish Harp on King 
St., which has a tiny 
12-person patio where 
customers have been 
able to enjoy a smoke 
with their drink. 

The cold weather is 
keeping customers inside 
at the moment, said Wall, 
but she is not looking for¬ 
ward to having to tell 
them to butt out when the 
warmer weather comes. 

While she is fully sup¬ 
portive of any law that 
cuts down on smoking 
she’s not thrilled about 
having the responsibility 
of enforcing it, which is 
what she will have to do. 

“There are still going to 
be smokers,” she says. 

“It’s really the issue of 
who is going to enforce 


the regulations that’s the 
problem. I would prefer 
not to be put in that posi- 

Ashtrays on the patio 
have helped to keep the 
area outside the restau¬ 
rant clean, but where are 
smokers going to go to 
light up now, and where 
will their butts end up? 

On town sidewalks, she 

“Nobody wants to see 
that, but especially not in 
a tourist town like 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. The 
town is going to have to 
look at designated smok¬ 
ing areas, with ashtrays." 

John Wiens, owner of 
the NOTL Golf Club, says 
although the club restau¬ 
rant has an outdoor patio, 
smoking has never been 
permitted. 

That rule was put into 
effect to benefit all their 
patrons, he said, and he's 
had few complaints over 
the years - most com¬ 


ments have been in praise 
of their efforts. 

The golf club does have 
two areas separate from 
the patio where ashtrays 
are provided, one near 
the hedge bordering the 
golf course, and one on 
the corner of the parking 

He’s happy to have a 
new provincial regulation 
that puts his patio on a 
equal footing with others 
in town, he says. 

If restaurant owners 
discover their patrons are 
stepping out onto town 
sidewalks to smoke and 
dropping their butts, it 
would be a courtesy for 
the restaurant to provide 
ashtrays to help keep the 
town clean, he added. 

“I think the municipal¬ 
ity would appreciate 
that." 

While casinos are not 
exempt from the new reg¬ 
ulations, Royal Canadian 
Legion halls are, if they 


have an uncovered patio 
that was built before 
November 2013. 

The NOTL legion 
branch added an uncov¬ 
ered outdoor patio for 
members who wanted to 
smoke and drink outside, 
once legislation outlawed 
smoking in the hall, said 
bar steward Beth Black, 
and they’ve been told 
they’re exempt as long as 
the patio was built before 
November 2013, which it 

Under the new laws, 
anyone caught smoking 
on a restaurant or bar 
patio could be fined up to 
$350. The new regulations 
are meant to make it more 
difficult to buy and smoke 
tobacco. 

“These changes are to 
protect kids and youth 
from accessing tobacco 
products and the harmful 
effects of smoking, and to 
protect the people of 
Ontario from exposure to 


tobacco use,” said Andrew 
Robertson, a spokesman 
for Associate Health 
Minister Dipika Damerla. 
“Making smoking less vis¬ 
ible will make it seem less 
socially acceptable to kids 
and can reduce the likeli¬ 
hood that they start smok¬ 
ing.” 

The vast majority of 
Ontario residents support 
banning smoking on play¬ 
grounds and sports fields, 
he added. 

Some of the more con¬ 
troversial measures are 
still to come. 

Ontario intends to ban 
the sale of flavoured 
tobacco, including the 
popular menthol brands, 
within a few years. 

NDP MPP France 
Gelinas, who has pushed 
hard for a ban on fla¬ 
voured tobacco, said that 
these products are devel¬ 
oped specifically to create 
anew generation of young 
smokers.
